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Colored photographs of the Japanese alpine plants mostly at their natural habitats 
are given in this book, including 335 species, 39 varieties and forms covering 
the flowering plants and ferns. There are distribution maps of 315 in number. 
The history of investigation of each taxa with the citation of the nomenclatorially 
and distributionally important specimens now desposited in the Japanese herbaria 
are all explained in Japanese. The photographs are mainly made by the author 
from 1961 to the present time.
